by the legislature in giving relief 
to unfortunate taxpayers.” 

"High penalties, interest and 
costs for redemption have been 
abolished,” the Governor added, 
"and a 7 per cent interest charge 
and the taxes are the only 
amounts required to be paid for 
redemption. The owner if he so 
elects, may pay the tax and in¬ 
terest charges in 10 equal an¬ 
nual installments beginning April 
20, 1934. This law I believe will 
bring millions to the counties in 
delinquent taxes and will save 
thousands of homes and farms to 
the owners.” 

Analyzed by County Auditor 
Payne the new law means that: 

There will be no sale of de¬ 
linquent property at auction for 
two years. 

Until next April 20, all ac¬ 
crued and accruing tax delinquen- 
quency penalties and interest 
may be waived by taxpayers if 
they will pay 7 per cent interest 
on back taxes, the interest 
charges dating from July 1, 1932. 

Ey making a cash payment of 
one-tenth of the sum of back 
taxes minus any delinquency 
penaities which are waivied by 
the state property owners may 
arrange to pay the tax debts in

Dealers Allowed 
To Absorb The New 
Retail Sales Tax 


First interpretations of the re¬ 
tail sales tax law by the State 
Board of Equalization, which will 
administer It, were issued two 
days after the tax became ef¬ 
fective. The board rules that 
laundry and dry cleaning estab¬ 
lishments render a service that is 


not taxable. Farmers selling their 
products directly to the consum¬ 
ers are classified as merchants 
and must not only collect tax, 
but take out a license. Boarding 
house keepers must segregate 
their charges for room and for 
board and collect a tax on the 
latter, being also required to take 
out a license. 

The board ruled that while it 
is the laws intent to collect the 
tax from the consumer it is 
without legal authority to pre¬ 
vent a dealer from absorbing the 
tax. The dealer can be sure, 
however, that the State will col¬ 
lect a tax of 2 >4 per cent from 
his gross business. And the law 
does, plainly, prohibit the mer¬ 
chant advertising or proclaiming 
the fact that he is absorbing the 
tax if he prefers to do so.

Favorite Recipes of 
Sierra Madreans 



T HIS favorite recipe of Mrs. 

Charles McMillan, for 
Pickled Figs has given satis¬ 
faction to many Sierra Mad¬ 
reans who have used it: 

Pour boiling water on the 
figs. Boil until figs have 
changed color and are tender 
but whole. Pick out with fork 
and drain in colander about 
two hours. Put one clove in 
each fig or put cloves, cinna¬ 
mon, and a small piece ol 
ginger in cheesecloth and put 
in syrup. To five pounds of 
figs use 3 pounds of sugar, 
1V4 cups water, and 1 1 cups 
vinegar. Make a syrup of this 
and pour over figs. Let fruit 
get hot through and set off 
stove until cool or overnight. 
Repeat until fruit is clear and 
syrup is rich. Do not use all 
of the sugar at first but keep 
adding a‘little as yo" heat the 
syrup, else figs will get hard. 
Put in jars and seal.
